The New York Bulletin, of Wednesday,
reports: - *“The amount of stock on sale did
not greatly increase, nor wus there muoch
pressure, s holders still have strong hopes
that their cotton will yet serve a good turn
befure the next crop mppears.  For future de-
livery there was a weak market and lower
rates all around, although the manipulation
of August contracts occupied the principal
attention of operators. This has h:nll several
fluctoations, but the attempt to spay the de-
clining tendency was not very successiul
under the increased weight ol offerings, and
the undoubted disappointment over the tenor
of the cable advices from Liverpool. A great
many of the skirmish line, who are long with
a good margin, inclined to secure their profit,
especially in view of the exlended holiday
about to be taken by the trade; and, in addi-
tion to this, it is surmised that among the
larger operators who are supposzed to consti-
tute the ‘bull’ combination a leak has taken
place, and that options are quistly splled
over, On the later months there was not
much doing, bat the two or three first full
months appeared to atbtract rather more at-
tention, and were showing a relatively
stronger tone than for a day or two past.
The actual count of stock in New York onthe
thirtieth of June, 1377, was as follows: In
Brookiyn, 49,3590 bales; Staten Island, 18,230
bales; on shipbaard, uot cleared, 2701 bales;
on wharves, 94 bales; in warchouses, 50,722
bales.
